THE value of the gold, silver and 


lead taken out of the mines at Lead- 
ville and immediate vicinity during 
the first six months of this year is 
$7,942,477, being $120,087 more than 
for the corresponding six months last 
year. Leadville has now six smel- 
ters, whose combined capacity is 
775 tons of ore a day. It has also 
two stamp mills of a capacity of 
thirty stamps. 
Over 860 tons of ore 


per day are thus used in Leadville, 
whije about 450 tons are shipped to 
other points. The total output for 
the year 1882 of the Leadville dis- 
trict was $17,131,853,' and it is ex- 
pected that the yield of the present 
year will be still greater. Colorado 
is evidently likely to keep her pre- 
eminence as the Silver State, and 
Leadville as the great silver city of 
the world.

planted out now for the winter crop 
by every one, as 'they are used in: all' 
families and as feed for stock,- and 
they can- stay in the .ground till 
wanted. . Figs are'now ripe andhave 
been for several weeks. . I tasted of 
them for the first time yesterday and 
-was very much disappointed ^in 
them, as they are quite insipid until 
the taste for them is acquired, but 
they can be preserved or prepared as 
foreign figs, and everybody says they 
are delicious. 
Cotton is looking 


well and is now coming into full 
bloom, and .the fields look nicely with 
their bright yellow blossoms cover- 
ing the whole field. Planters- say 
cotton is unusually good this year. 
I have seen some as high asmy bead, 
or nearly so. The variety raised 
here is the long staple, or Sea Island. 
It produces much more and is worth 
more per pound. Orange trees are 
looking very fine now, the growth 
for July being nearly out, and the 


j bright green leaves :look like new 
foliage alongside the darker green of 
those of May and June, as you will 
remember I wrote new leaves come 
out every month. The fruit begins 
to show nicely, as it is nearly two- 
thirds grown, and the limbs of the 
trees where near full are bending 
down with the green fruit 


Gainesville is improving 
quite 


rapidly this summer, more so than 
any summer previously, and there is 
rooms for more houses, as it is al- 
most impossible now to get a house 
when wanted. The great topic of 
conversation now with a great many 
and especially the theme of many of 
the newspapers, is the ship canal 
across the state. There is one party 
which advocates a large canal, with 
locks for ascending and ' descending 
the inclines, while another, party is 
advocating a tide-water canal, ..with- 
out any locks, but cut to the level of 
the Gulf and the Atlantic. Which- 
ever is built the St. Johns river will 
have to be the eastern outlet, and 
engineers are now making prelimi- 
nary surveys of the state. One 
route, considered quite feasible and 
with as little rise to get to the sum- 
mit level, is either by the way of 
Newnan's Lake and Payne's prairie, 
thence to the Suwanee river, or else 
by way of the Oclawaha river, Or- 
ange Lake and Payne's Prairie; ei- 
ther of which will come within three 
or four. miles of Gainesville. That 
such a canal would be of vast im- 
portance to the commercial world is 
plain to be seen by all, but that it 
will take years to accomplish is also 
very evident, for to make a tide- 
water ship canal will require in some 
places on the backbone of the state a 
cut ot from 150 to 200 feet in depth, 
and considerable of it through hard 
rock.

route wheat, oats and corn are badly 
damaged. 
John MoGuire, of Harristown, reports 


that the storm was very violent in the 
western part of the county, and that the 
crops have suffered more from this visita- 
tion than from any other 6ause this sum- 
mer. 


Reports from the northwest and from 


the southern part of the county are to the 
same effect.

The storm gave the northeastern part 


of the county a little dose of dampness, 
but comparatively little rain fell. Paul 
Noble, of Whitmore, living, seven miles 
northeast, says no damage.is apparent in 
bis neighborhood, and that there was no 
wind tp speak of. 


Sheriff Foster was in the neighorhood 


of Cerro Gordo daring the storm. It 
raged furiously in that section and hail 
fell in great abundance- No damage ex- 
cept to crops. 


Henry Perrell, who lives in Bearsdale, 


says the whirling wind and rain ot last 
evening did great damage to the oate, 
twisting id badly and beating it to the 
ground. 


Geo. W. Shively, of Wheatland town- 


ship, describes the storm as the most fear- 
ful he ever witnessed, and says corn on 
his place, where the wind blew the hard- 
est, was broken off and flattened, while 
wdeat not out and oats are down. 


East ot Decatur the storm was accom- 


panied by hail, some of which were as 
large as hen's eggs. Considerable dam- 
age to oats and corn is reported between 
Decatnr and Bement. Dr. W. J. Chen- 
oweth, who got home last night on a 
freight train at 12 o'clock, spent the after- 
noon a few miles north of Bement in 
company with Dr: Vance. They were 
called to a farmer's home to visit a pa- 
tient and returning to Bement they were 
caught in the storm and took refuge in a 
barn. Dr. Ohenowefch says he never wit- 
nessed a grander sight. When the hail 
fell he thought the lumps were twiqe as 
large as they proved to be, and in the 
excitement of the moment he ran out and 
picked up one of the stones, while others 
were falling thick and fast about him.

Corn has made much improvement dur-

Let the 
milk used be carefully kept in a cool 
)lace, and obtained fresh as often as 
jossible in a day, and, above all, let 
ile&nliness be the first consideration 
n regard to all bottles so used in its 
administration.

the added attraction of the state fair, with 
such liberal offers to exhibitors, is expect- 
ed to augment the multitude of sight- 
seers to an overwhelming rush. ,The fat 
stock show 'follows in November. The 
straight premiums offered for fat cattle, 
sheep, swine and poultry, aggregate 
85,753, and some of these will be dupli- 
cated by various stock-breeding associa- 
tions. For instance, if, an Iowa breeder' 
of short-horns takes a 860 prize the Jowa, 
Short-horn Association add 860, making 
8120. 
The Illinois winner in the short- 


horn class" has the same chance, offered 
by an Illinois association.

otter is made in numerous other classes. 
For fat cattle 83,527 is offered; for sheep, 
,81,000, for swine 81,180; for poultry, 
'$4,800. • In addition to this, special pre- 
miums, consisting of agricultural and 
farming implements and oasb, to the 
amount of 81,844 are offered, making the 
total premiums offered, not including 
ithose to duplicate the regular prices,

The State Militia Fund, 


, A telegram from Springfield states that 
Colonels Appleton and Thompson com- 
pleted their consultation with the gov- 
ernor and auditor yesterday in regard to 
the payment of Ihe first regiment expenses 
for the year ending June 30,1883. They 
gat no satisfaction, and started for Chi- 
cago disgusted. There is no fond availa- 
ble for, lost year'? expenses, and for the 
jeare ending JnnetSO, 1884, and June 30, 
1885, the legislature has appropriated 
875,000 per annum. ( The National Guard 
never has got enough from the state to 
pay all expenses. 
It will get about 


83,000 a year more for 1884 and 1885 than' 
before, but not enough to pay the ex- 
penses for those years. Notwithstanding 
this, the governor assured the gentlemen 
that the 1883 expenses will be paid. The 
annual levy of one-tenth of a mill for 
military purposes, levied last October, and 
now being collected, has not beeu paid 
the auditor, but will go into the general 
revenue fund as aoon as it comes in, and 
will not be applicable for the military ex- 
penses o! last year, nor will it increase 
the future appropriations. It is the idea 
of Gsvernor Hamilton to pay the expenses 
of 1883 out of the appropriation for 1884 
and 1885. This would seriously cripple 
the mihtia. The affair is still in a wretch- 
edly awxed condition, and will probably 
be remedied through the courts. Decatur 
militiamen are interested in this matter, 
astheyjiave expenses to meet the same 
as the Chicago companies.

Tne Crop Prospects. 


The department of agriculture has just 


received full returns from all the coun- 
ties of the condition of winter wheat on 
the 1st day of July. These show but lit- 
tle improvement over the returns of April, 
May and June. The reports indicate that 
the crop of winter wheat in this state will 
not make much over 16,000,000 bushel*-,. 
or 32,000,000 bushels less than tbe yield" 
in 1882. The condition of winter wheat 
in northern counties was 6.per cent, better 
July 1st than June 1st, and gave encour- 
agement for 87 per cent; of an average 
crop. In the counties of Henderson, 
Kendall and Mercer, the yield i* estimated. 
to be up to an average ; and iu Marshall 
county it will be above the average. In 
the central counties the yield will be leas 
than two-thirds of a crop. The most dis- 
couraging reports come from the south- 
ern counties which usually produce the 
great bulk of the crop. The wheat crop 
m that part of the state will be less than 
half an average crop, or 64 per cent bjlow 
last year's crop. The crop promise* bet- 
ter in Alexander, Hardin, Union and. 
Williamson counties, and none of them 
will give an average, jit is unusual to 
have less than an average yield in any of 
the southern counties.
